Further Particulars of the Shoot'

PEOF. S. H. CARPENTER 


Our dispatches on Saturday gave the sad 
intelligence of the sudden death of Stephen 
U. Carpenter, Professor ol Logic and Eng­ 
lish Literature iu the University of this 
State, lie went to Geneva, New York, on 
the 29.h of November, to attend the funeral 
of his brother, who died of diphtheria, and 
While there the Prolessor w as taken down 
With the same disease and died on 8aturdajr 
morning. 
The Mate Journal of Satur­ 
day contains a lengthy biographical sketch 
of the deceased, of which the following is a 
part: “ Professor Carpenter was born Au­ 
gust 7, 1831, at Little 
Falls, Herkimer 
county, New York, aud 
his curly educa­ 
tion was obtained at his own home, his 
preparation for college, at Munro Acade­ 
my, Elbridge, New York, 
lu ISIS, he 
entered tits Freshman Class of the Madi- 
soe University of LI un ii ton, New York, 
where he remained two years, wneu he 
entered the Lniversity of Rochester, from 
Which he took the degree of A. IL, in 1832 t 
A- IL, in 1833, ani in 1872, tile degree ol 
LL. I),, was conferred upon him by his 
aimi miter. 
He cam.* to Wisconsin in 
1832 ani held tne office of tutor for two 
years, in its University. 
From 1838 to 
18GJ, he was Assistant Superintendent of 
public instruction, and did much towards 
systematizing that i>ffl:j. 
lu 18>d, he was 
elected Professor ot Ancient Languages in 
St. Paul’s College, Palmyra, Mo , which po­ 
sition 
he 
held 
until 
the 
rebellion 
broke 
up 
the 
in­ 
stitution. 
lie then returned n irth, taught 
select school one winter, aud afterward 
worked at the printer s trade, devoting his 
■pare tune lo literary pur.^i i. 
II.* held 
the office of city clerk of M adison from 
1854 to 18G8, but was ail the time engaged 
in educational enterprises as County Su­ 
perintendent of Schools, and .member of 
the City Board of Kiueaiion. 
In 1850, he 
was appointed by the Regents of the Lni­ 
versity to the chair va tted by Prof. Read, 
who had been called to the Presidency Of 
Missouri I iiivefcity. In 1808 he was, elected 
Proicssor of Rhetoric aud English Litera­ 
ture, since which time Lu connection with 
the University has been continuous, but 
the title of his Professorship was changed 
to that of Logic aud English Literature. In 
1873, Le was elected President of Kansas 
University, but declined. 
“ The loss to the Wisconsin University, 
in his death, is an irreparable one, and the 
world of letters bas been bereft of one of 
its most brilliant writers and thinkers.”

In 
my travels I met no American who seemed 
to notice everything transpiring around 
him more closely than fie.; no one better 
Informed on European affairs.

impression 
is one I think which generally pervades in 
the public mind, and obtains to a very 
large extent among his political opponents 
iii the bomb. 
Unless public sentiment has 
undergone a great chauge during the past 
four months, Grant would bu the first 
choice for the Presidency ot nine-tenths 
of the colored voters of the South. 
la an 
interview at Paris, General Grant de­ 
clared 
he

people as citizens of the United States. He 
cited the notable instances of success among 
this class in various departments of life,and 
lie especially dwelt upon the name of Fred­ 
erick Douglass. 
He affirmed that his ob­ 
servation of colored people, both from mil­ 
itary and civil experience with them, con­ 
vinced hun that their emancipation and 
enfranchisement was not a mistake, hut a 
wise and beneficient measure, which the 
future history ol the race would vindicate.

WEST POINT AND SECESSION.

General D. U. Maury In the Southern Historical 
Papers, 


I wish I could have seen Dr. Curry be­ 
fore he scot Dis letter vindicating General 
Lee lrom breach of laitfi in returning to 
his natural allegiance to Virginia when 
that State withdrew from the Federal 
Union ; I would have given him some lads 
which were very strangely unknown to our 
people and were always ignored by our en­ 
emies. 
When Mr. Calhoun was Secretary of 
War, in 1822,1 believe, ho caused a text 
book to be introduced into tho course ot 
studies at West Point, known a s “lUwloou 
the Constitution.’' 
This llaw le was a 
Northern lawyer cl great ability, one of 
the very few who seem to have understood 
the true nature cl the tutus and conditions 
of the compact between the States consti 
tuting the Federal Union, 
His work— 
Commentaries on the Constitution of the 
United States”—breathes the very essence 
ot States’ rights, aud the right or secession 
is distinctly set forth by him. 
When we 
remember that only seven years h id then 
elapsed since New Y’ork, Vermont, Con­ 
necticut, and, perhaps other Northern 
{States asserted this right, and threatened to 
exercise it or make dishonorable terms of 
peace with Great Bntaiu unless the war 
was slopped, we can understand that Mr. 
Calhoun was not violating Northern sen­ 
timent in introducing “Kawle on the Con­ 
stitution” at West Point. It there remain­ 
ed as a text-book till 1801, and Mr. Davis 
and Sidney Johnson, and General Joe 
Johnston and General Lee, and all the rest 
ot us who retired with Virginia lrom the 
Federal Union, were not only obeying the 
plain ins.incls of our nature and dictates of 
duty, but we were obeying the very incul­ 
cations we had received in the National 
school. 
It is not probable that any of us 
ever read the Constitution or any exposi­ 
tion of it except this work of Kawle, which 
we sludted in our graduating year at West 
Point. I know I did not. 
I am told that in 18G1 the text-book was 
changed and the cadets are now taught out 
ot u treatise on the Constitution which 
teaches that secession is a crime. 
And if 
any one of the present generation should 
resign on the secession of bis native State, 
ie will be in danger of being lawfully 
hanged.

From the Springfield (IU ) Register. 
In the year 1854 there was a convict at 
Alton named Hall, who was serving a life 
sentence tor murder. 
He was a desperate 
man cl wiry ira mc, and his imprisonment 
made him insane with rage and hate. Ile 
na* such a man as Kinde, but Bande was 
c »t born then. This min was set to work 
in the blacksmith shop, and wa9 watched 
with extra care, but he managed in some 
of those ways only known to the cunning 
ot criminals to make a short knife out of a 
wcrn-out tile, and he used the skill of a 
genius in biding it about his person. His 
ceil. like all others, was strongly built of 
Hocks of stone, the door being of oak many 
inches thick, and bound with iron bars. 
The prisoner’s bed shut down against the 
door, which opened inward, so that the 
door was fusteoed from within when the 
prisoner was abed. 
Through the door, 
which opened into a corridor, was a hole 
perhaps eight inches square, which was 
strongly barred, and the only other open­ 
ing iuto the cell was in the outer wall of 
the prison, where a narrow slit also barred, 
admitted 
light 
and 
air. 
This 
little window was very near ti** ceiling, 
aud by reason of Its narrowness and the 
thickness ot the wall, a person on the out 
side, even mounted on a ladder, could not 
get sight of the prisoner. All this was 
understood by Hall, whose insane cunmog 
had devised a desperate scheme to escape 
lr nu the prison and humiliate the warden. 
At IO o'clock one morning, while at work, 
Le signalled the guard, whose name was 
Crabb, that he was sick, and in accordance 
tith e rule Crabb suited with him to his 
cod. 
While in the corridor, as the guard 
w as opening an irou door, Hall struck hun 
down w ith a short bar of iron, which he 
had secured at the blacksmith shop, and 
dragged him into the cell. He then bound 
Lim with strips from the bcd blanket and 
cloned the door, shutting down the bed 
against it. The guard was stunned by the 
t low, and did not recover his senses for an 
mr, but as he did not return to the shop, 
arch was made and the warden was 
I a lek ly informed of the event. Hall, 
armed with his knife, was keeping watch 
over the wounded guard,and was secured 
ii his cell. He commanded the situation. 
Ie declared that he would kill the guard 
unless he was granted a free pardon, but 
after some re flection, demanded, in addi­ 
tion that he should be furnished with a 
I* a led re volve r and Im? permitted to walk 
witn tin* guard out of the prison to a car­ 
riage- a: the* gate, and mat Colonel Buck- 
master should drive the carnage in such 
direction as he would then Indicate* and as 
far as tie* might choose and permit him to 
cm ape*. He furihtr announced that lf any 
attempt was made to take him he would 
LU on to Crabb and murder him. 
ilia tam s were absurd, of course and 
Hie w a rd e n at no time thought of comply­ 
in g with them, but the* situation was hor­ 
rible*, and there seemed no means of get­ 
tin g at the desperado that did not render 
tile death of Crabb certain. The people* 
of Alton were soon aware of these facts, 
and the* town was in an uproar. 
The 
guard was a well known and respectable 
citizen, and he had a lamtly. 
The prison 
gates were crowded with anxious men and 
women, and everybody’s ingenuity was 
tasked to devise a way of saving Crabb * 
life. The news was sent over the State 
and county and attracted lls allowance of 
attention. Communication was kept up 
with the convict and the guard through 
the iloer, before which Buck master stood 
the greater part of three days with a pistol 
iii his hand, watching diligently for a 
chance to kill the convict. But Uall man 
aged to keep himself covered bjrthe bod? 
A ’ the guard, and his vigilance never re­ 
laxed. 
He said 
he had been trying 
to get the warden instead of the guard, but 
had been compelled to accept inc smaller 
g ame ; whereupon Buck master uttered to 
ta k e Crabb's place if he might be released, 
and he agreed to go into the cell stark 
naked; but Uall wisely declined to change 
his prisoner. It was useless to attempt to 
p >is:m the convict, for the guard ate the 
same food, and the little window' through 
the wall did not afford a view of cither. 
W hen this desperate situation was under­ 
stood Gov. Bissell sent a pardon to Colonel 
Buckmas xr, to boused at his discretion, 
hut the warden resolved not to use it ex­ 
cept in the lad extremity. No labor or 
pains were spared to catch the convict off 
his guard, but he seemed to feel neither fa­ 
tigue or fear. 
When every other expedi­ 
ent had failed the warden resolved to force 
the door, and accordingly when the cell 
was opened to admit the supper of the 
men, he introduced a crow-bar and 
thus 
kept 
the 
door 
open, 
ami with the aid of another guard rushed 
n and grabbed Crabb out. 
At the first 
movement of violence the convict fell on 
Crabb vith hii knife, but failed to kill him, 
though he wounded him drcadlully. When 
1 he guard was removed Hall closed his 
lour and refused to 
surrender. 
He Eat 
down on the Hour out oi Dis to I range and 
was beyond the reach of the 
warden 
I luck matter called upon him to surrender 
la vain, and as his body and limbs were 
entirely concealed by the door he still held 
ut. But the warden watched uotil he 
aw one fool exposed, ani instantly pierced 
ii with a ball.
